Extract from a letter of Mrs. Wm

Tm having a wonderful time work- 
ing with our boys (in the hospital) and 
am so tired I can't write though I have 
oceans to say. 

Such a nice boy from 'Cohasset Fl 
lery Sidney of Stockbridge stroet— 
called on me last night. He's stationed 
at Naval Headquarters, not far from 
here. I enjoyed him immensely and he 
said a thousand Liberty Motors had ar- 
rived — not planes — this week. He took 
three months Motor Mechanics train- 
ing in Flornida Naval Air Service. Had 
a fall in a plane over here and was in 
bed five weeks from jt. Is right as a 
fiddle now. 

He is full of interest in his job. nc 
is in great luck. He was "sent here with 
seven others to set up L. motors in 
French bodies and when he arrived here 
it seems this office had five six-cylin- 
der Packards, which their French chauf- 
feurs were running; and the day the 
boys arrived t hey had discharged the 
French, and they put the boys in the 
Frenchmen's places.

Hard and Soft Water. 

The difference between hard and soft 
water consists In that hard water con- 
tains certain salts that nre not con- 
tained nt nil or In very small quanti- 
ties In soft wnter. These are almost 
alwnys calcium or magnesium salts, ex- 
tracted from the earth through which 
the water has passed. It Is, therefore, 
easy to understand why they nre not 
contained In rain water, which Is form- 
ed by the aqueous vapor more or less 
contain^ I" the air. 

When soap Is employed with hard 
water there Is produced a chemical 
tran gformatIon 1" which the sonp Is 
changed Into a substance that does not 
dissolve In water, while soap used with 
soft water produces a substance that 
dissolves In water and gives on excel- 
lent lather, nnd Is, therefore, good to 
wash with. Hard water enn be distin- 
guished from soft water by an exami- 
nation with n soap solution.

Groups of Houses, Especially In Sub* 
urbs of American Cities, Expresa 
a Spirit of Unrest. 

Harmony In design In groups of 
houses Is coming to ft sense of appre- 
ciation, as Is evidenced by several 
housing schemes and the architectural 
treatment followed in certain develop- 
ments. 

The American, when he builds' for 
himself, has a strong desire for Indi- 
viduality of expression. This la shown 
particularly In almost any suburb, 
■where you will see a neighborhood of 
houses In which many styles of archi- 
tecture, class of materials, color 
schemes, etc., are represented. The 
lines and shapes have no relation to 
each other, so that as you look at the 
group there Is a eplrlt of unrest and 
clashing In many respects. The whoie 
group lacks repose and the homelike 
feeling Is Interfered with, even al- 
though each Individual house might 
be good enough In Itself. 

Possibly this result Is a reaction 
from the Individuals having previously 
lived in city rows of a stereotyped 
plan ; thus, having been previously sup- 
pressed, when the opportunity offers 
they go to an extreme of expression, 
or possibly It might in some cases be 
due to the architect's desire to have 
the Individuality of the house stand 
out, or the wealth of materials and 
knowledge of styles which we have 
at our disposal may also tend to this 
variety In treatment. In any case 
the result Is not entirely satisfactory 
and could be Improved. 

Variety and Individuality sufficient 
for a reasonable nature may he ob- 
tained even when the buildings are 
designed with relation to each other, 
and harmonize In line, shape, ma- 
terials, color, etc., nnd thus produce a 
more artistic and homelike feeling to 
each one and the entire group.

SOLDIER'S LETTER 



Editor's Note — Many friends who 
have read the following letter have re- 
quested that it be printed and it is with 
a feeling of great rejoicing that 1 do 
this for who would not feel one's heart 
swell with pride at such a spirit as is 
shown bj* this brave boy. 

On Active Service 
with the 
American Expeditionary Force 
April 6, 191: 

Dearesfc Mother: 

I wTOte you a letter yesterday but 
did not have much time to write as the 
mall was going out at once, so I am 
writing you another today. I suppose 
you find it a long time between letters 
but as I told you in one letter mother, 
it is next to impossible to write regu- 
lar from now on as we have been mov- 
ing around a great deal in fact have 
seen the greater part of France now. 1 
wish I could tell you of some of the 
^ustorie places we have passed through 
jib well as some of the other things that 
nave happened, you know we are real 
soldiers now and ready for anything 
that may happen and believe me we can 
give a mighty good account of ourselves 
any time the Boehe is looking for 
trouble. Our regiment is a wonder, 
Mother, and I wish you could see us go 
into the front lines ready for action, 
steel hats, gas masks, and full equip- 
ment and every man knows just what 
to do, thanks to the fine training that 
i«'e havo received. There is not such 
a thing ns fear in any man now and we 
just let the Boche pound away and be- 
lieve me, it is some racket at times and 
your wildest imagination could not pic- 
ture some of the scenes I have witness- 
ed when standing to our guns on a dark 
night in a lonely spot with the Boehe 
but a few hundred yards ahead of us 
with the shells whistling ofver head 
from both sides and bursting with such 
a noise you can hardly hear yourself 
think, well Mother dear, I shall never 
forget how proud I felt the first night 
I took up my post on the front line, 
after marching through what seemed 
an endless, winding trench, I at last ar- 
rived at my post, and relieved the men 
that were there. After receiving my 
instructions I set up my gun, myself 
and the two men that work with me 
stood very quiet for some time watch- 
ing the wire carefully that was in front 
of us, once in a while we would whis- 
per •to each other. We felt as though 
we could liek the whole Boche army 
alone. There was no shooting, every 
thing very quiet. It was a tine night, 
and now comes tlve funny part, and I 
suppose every man undergoes about the 
same feeling the first time he is under 
fire. I know a soldier gets over it quick 
anyhow for I have no such feeling now. 
One of the fellows with me had just re- 
marked in a whisper what a cinch it 
was in the front line, when there came 
a roar and the big babies began landing 
all around us and shaking the earth. 
We ducked our heads as the pieces ot 
steel went over us. I though of every 
thing I ever done in this world and my 
knees were keeping time to the tune of 
"Home, Sweet Home." My .teeth rat- 
tied so I was afraid the fillings would 
come out. I thought of saying a prayer 
but it was no use, couldn't pieee it to- 
gether no how, ha, ha, it snrc made mc 
laugh a fterwards; when I though of it 
after a minute or so wc were as calm 
as a mill pond, we were broken in, and 
will never feel that way again, nnH • 
Is now a cause for a joke when they 
burst close. I bet you will have some 
laugh when you picture mc in your 
mind that first night. I have had quite 
a few of those nights sinc» hut don't 
mind them any more and we have big- 
ger work cut out for ns, believe me, but 
we are ready and will sure win out and 
whether we ever come back or not the 
people at home will forever bo proud 
of the dandy 101st. 

Now a word Mother about the way 
we are being treated. I happened to 
pick up an old Boston paper the other 
day (I don't know if you read the ar- 
ticle or not) it stated that a great many 
of the mothers at home wore worrying 
over their boys here In France and 
flunking they were being mistreated by 
the officers, that they were sent into the 
tienches half trained and all that kind 
of rot, now I have been here for ahout 
eight months and should know a little 
about this game, to be sure we have to 
put np with a lot of hardships, it can- 
not Ik? avoided, but a good soldier will 
not grumble very much If there is any 
backbone in him, it is the fellows, 
Mother, that has a spine like a jelly 
fl»*h and no sand or grit that manage to 
?et tlwit stuff home Bomehow and htart 
von people worrying. Thoso same w<v 
nen muHt remember that thh | 9 no 
fink ten, but a man's job, if ever there 
van one and If ho hasn't got grit he i* 
i« good In this game. Ah for wondine 
is In to fight untrained I want to sny

RAISE MORE^ SHEEP 

Necessary for Sake of Economio 
Welfare and Independence. 



Steady Decline Is Shown In the In- 
dustry In United States In Re- 
cent Years. 

Washington. — The sheep Industry in 
the United States must either adjust 
Itself to the changed economic con- 
ditions of this day or continue the 
decline which has been Its portion In 
years past. Such is the conclusion 
I reached In a report Issued by the 6heep 
| nnd wool Industry by the committee 
( on statistics and standards of the 
Chamber of Commerce of the United 
States. 

The principal remedies suggested In 
the report to arrest the present steady 
decline In our production of sheep 
are, first, the use for sheep grazing of 
the agriculturally worthless and cheap 
cut-over timber lands of the N/>rth, 
Northwest and South; second, .the 
more general and systematic raising 
of sheep on farms, where sheep rais- 
ing has been hitherto neglected large- 
ly because of frontier competition; 
and third, continued use of the great 
ranges of the West to their full capac- 
ity. It can be done. It is a question 
of education. 

In 1900 we had in the United States 
.80 sheep per capita. In 1917, the fig- 
ure dropped to .40 per capita. In 1890 
we produced 4.29 pounds of wool per 
capita. In 1917 only 2.72 pounds per 
capita. 

We Import now 50 per cent of our 
wool consumption. We ought to pro- 
duce that at home •.•and we can If we 
will 

Sheep Increase rapidly — from 50 to 
100 per cent annually as compared 
with the number of ewes. 

There Is every reason, in the opin- 
ion of the committees, why, for the 
sake of our economic welfare and In- 
dependence, we should act on the fact 
that we can raise enough sheep If 
will, and reap advantage and profit 
In so doing. .

A complete cessation of the manu- 
facture of rubber footwear for Bome 
time for civilian purposes is seen in 
the announcement that manufacturers 
of the goods have made an agreement 
with the war department that they 
will supply their entire output to tbe 
government

Section 3. After a permit has been 
revoked, it may he renewed In the same 
way In which the original permit was is- 
sued, In which cose tho some form of 
notification shnll follow as Is required 
In the issuance of the original permit 

Section 4. Any person, firm or corpora- 
tion violating any provision of this act 
shall he punished by a fine of not more 
thon one hundred dollars for each of- 
fence. 

Section 5. It shall he the duty of the 
state board of health to enforce the pro- 
visions of section two of this act. 

Section 6. It shall be the duty of the 
Inspectors of milk appointed by the 
boards of heolth of cities aad tdwns to 
enforce the provisions of section one, so 
far as relates to the milk supply pf their 
respective cities and town. 

In accordance with the above law ail 
persons prodnclng or selling milk In the 
town of Hull are required to obtain a 
permit on or before June 1, 1918.

IMPORTANT NOTICE OF HOARD OF 
HEALTH. 

Extracts of Rules and Regulations' of 
the Board of Health of Hull; 

All the members of a family and other 
persons living In a honse Infected with 
a contnglous disease must consider them- 
selves In quarantine, and they shall 
avoid entering Btqree, shops, oTuurdbes 
and other public buildings, npd snail 
also avoid loitering on the public Streets, 
and when for the purposes hereafter men- 
tioned they may be upon the streets, shall 
stndlously avoid as far as p6ssihle, meet- 
ing or conversing with other people. This 
rule does not forbid any member of the 
family who Is supposed to be well from 
going for food, medicine, or other neces- 
saries for the infected family. The attend- 
ing physlclnn mny nlso allow any member 
of the family to go from home for the 
purpose of attending to his or her bnslncss, 
provided that, In his judgment, suoh ac- 
tion does not Jeopardize the public health. 

Any pupil attending the public schools 
of Hull, who has had or BEEN EXPOSED 
to smallpox, scarlet fever, diphtheria or 
measles shall not return to school until 
in cases of smallpox 12 days; in scarlet 
fever 7 days; in dlphtjierln 5 days; and in 
measles 10 days, Lave elnpsed since the 
RECOVERY from or. EXPOSURE to these 
diseases. 

Householders Must Report Diseases. 

A householder who knows that a person 
i his fnmiiy or honse Is sick with a dls- 
ise dnngerons to the puhllc health shall 
forthwith give notice thereof to the hoard 
of health.

TOWN OF HULL. 
Setting Fires in the Open. 
An Act to Regulate the Setting of Fires 

in the Open Air. 
Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 

Section 1. It shall be unlawful with- 
in any eity or town for any person to 
set, maintain or increase a fire in the 
open air between the first day of March 
and the first day of December except by 
written permission of the fire preven- 
tion commisioner for the metropolitan 
district within the said district, or of 
the forest warden or chief of the fire 
department in other cities and towns, 
or, in cities thnt have such an official, 
the fire commissioner, provided, thnt 
debris from fields, gardens and orchards, 
and leaves and rubbish from yards may 
be burned on ploughed fields by the 
ownerB thereof, their agents or losses; 
and provided, further, that persons 
above the age of eighteen years mny 
set or maintain a fire for a reasonable 
purpose upon sandy land, or upon salt 
marshes or sandy or rocky beaches bor- 
dering upon tide water, if the fire is en- 
closed within roekB, metal or other non- 
inflammable material. In every case 
such a firo shall be at least two hundred 
feet distant from any sprout or forest 
land, and at least fifty feet distant 
from any building, and shall be properly 
attended until it is extinguished. The 
forest wardens in towns and officials 
performing the" duties of forest wardens 
in cities shall cause public notices to bo 
givon of the provisions of this section 
nnd shall enforce the same. Whoever 
violatos any provisions of this section 
shall bo punished by a flno of not more 
than ono hundred dollars, or by impris- 
onment for not more than one month, 
or by both such fine and imprisonment. 

Section 2. The provisions of the pre- 
ceding section shall not apply to fires 
which may be set, maintained or in- 
creased within the metropolitan distnot 
in accordance with regulations and 
methods approved by the firo prevention 
com mission er for the said district, nor 
to fires which may bo sot for the pur- 
pose of suppressing gypsy and brown 
tail moths in accordance with regula- 
tions and methods approved by tho state 
forester, nor to fires set or Increased 
within tho limits of any' public way by 
tho employees of tho commonwealth or 
of any county, city or town in the por- 
fonnanco of publio work. 

Soction 3. Tho state forestor shall 
notify tho forest warden in every town 
and the offiolnl performing the dutlos of 
forest warden in every city in the com- 
monwealth of tho passago of this act. 

Section 4. Tho state forester, the 
stnto fire warden or any duly author- 
ized assistant of tho state forester, for- 
ost wardens in towns und officials per- 
forming tho dutioB of forest wardens in 
cities, or any 'uly appointed deputy 
forest warden may arrest without war- 
rant any person found In tho act of set- 
ting, maintaining or increasing a firo in 
violation of the provisions of this act.

Th«t there Is good reason for the 
wonderful crops of grain grown In 
"Western Canada, which have made 
thousands of former residents of the 
United States wealthy, Is not always 
given the thought that It deserves la

There is noth- 
ing wrong with this soil from the 
standpoint of crop production, and I 
am satisfied that It will give splendid 
results wherever put under cultiva- 
tion." 

It is soH like this properly worked, 
and on scientific lines, as Is the 
rule today, that gives the opportunity 
to quote the experiences of farmers 
who have increased their incomes 
from $500 to $30,000 In two seasons, 
and whose story would read as fol- 
lows: 

"I have threshed altogether 7.000 
bushels of No. 1 Northern wheat from 
200 acres, which went from 24 to 58 
per acre — sod breaking 24, spring 
plowing 36, bnck setting 56 bushels— 
the average being 35 bushels per acre."

British Columbia— the principal 
gateways Into Western Canada from 
the United States— Indicate that the 
wesent Influx of farmers Is In such 
volume as has not been witnessed for 
many years. From Vancouver, Brit- 
ish Columbia, people are going to the 
prairies for summer farm work, many 
with the Intention of taking up land 
themselves at the end of the summer.

Petrol Tank Empty. 

Their injuries on coming down cer- 
tainly did not cfluse their death.

"There Is no doubt the two men were 
shot Immediately the German alba- 
tross fell. The Bristol machine, which 
Is the best and most perfectly con- 
trolled fighting machine known, of Its 
own volition swept on a fairly even 
keel to a distance of possibly ten 
miles below the point where the bat- 
tle took place. 

"Then, for some reason which never 
will be known, the controls were shift- 
ed and a circle was made. In view of 
the fact that the total distance covered 
must have been much under 160 miles, 
It appears certain the machine lost 
speed and height gradually, possibly 
due to some minor but not vital In- 
Jury to the engine.

Savings Stamp Drive. People do not 
understand that War Savings represent 
a national policy of raising funds to 
prosecute the war. 

During 1018 two billion dollars are 
counted on from the sale of War Sav 
ings Stamps, just as definite sums in 
the budget are alloted to Liberty Bonds 
and taxes. 

If this sum be not obtained from sales 
of War Savings Stamps, we shall have 
to buy a larger share of Liberty Bonds 
and pay higher taxes. Massachusetts' 
quota is $78,000,000 of War Savings 
Stamps. She has thus far sold only 
about one- tenth of this quota. 

The Women of this state have been 
asked to spread the gospel of War Sav 
ings Stamps.
